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CIVIL SERVICE IS 
THE BIG QUESTION 


Civil Service - The Big Question 

in Wilmington in these last nine 

#™ days before the annual election on 

+ ~"arch 7th - is the big Yes or No 

Question of Wilmington this week. 

Reliable observors are not of 

the same opinion, One man well 

versed in town affairs is predict- 

ing that Civil Service will win, 55% 

to 45% on the first Saturday in 

March, while another, equally well 

versed, is predicting opposite re- 

sults, with the same figures, Nei- 

ther are directly involved in the 
controversy. 

The Wilmington Town Employ- 
ees Association Inc., organized 
Shortly after Principal Assessor 
Stanley Webber was: fired some 
months ago, voted Monday night to 
assess its members $5 each, for 
the coming fight. There are about 
80 members in the organization, 
with Arthur B Harper, Wilmington 
Veterans Agent, as president, 

It was the employees organiza- 
tion, two weeks ago, which feleased 
@ thunderbolt upon the persons of 
the Town Manager and Selectmen 
when they succeeded in having the 
state legislature vote Chapter 30 
of the Acts of 1964, ordering that 
the question of Civil Service be on 
the ballot for the annual election, 

And while the employees are vo- 
ting money for their part of the 
coming fight the Selectmen have 
voted to defray the mailing cost of 
a statement which has been printed 
and is on the town manager’s desk 
out of their own pockets, The Sel- 
ectmen have assessed themselves 
$15 each for the mailing of the 
statement, being afraid of possible 
repercussions if they should use 
town funds, 

There is a split in the ranks of 
the Selectmen, with Mrs Wavie 
Drew and Rene LaRivee able toun- 
derstand why the employees want 
Civil Service, and Nicholas De 
Felice and John Brooks on the op- 
posite side of the fence. 

Brooks has stated several times 
that ‘No employee has ever been 
fired without a hearing!’ - a state- 
ment which the Town employees 
know to be not consistent with 
facts. 

He, Mr De Felice and Mr Black 
attended an employees association 
meeting two wéeks ago tonight, at 
which meeting Selectman Candi- 
date Lloyd Bender was also pre- 
sent, 

Brooks charged the employees 
with operating behind the backs of 
the selectmen, and not having any 
trust in their elected officials, a 
statement which was negated by 
President Harper, who told Brooks 
that the Selectmen had been notified 
by mail of the meeting at which 
the decision was made, Brooks’ 
excuse for non-attendance on the 
part of any selectman was that 
there were ‘too many meetings’ 


Mr De Felice, in the same 
meeting, added fuel to the fire by 
asserting that he would fire Stanley 
Webber again ‘If I had to do it 
all over again!’ 

He would neither affirm nor deny 
a question put to him asto whether 
or not he had said that everyone in 
the Town Hall should be fired and 
High School girls hired instead, 

It was Mr Webber’s firing with 
out a hearing that triggered the 
action on the part of the town em- 
ployees, although they are not 
seeking to put the Principa! As- 
Sessor’s position, and some other 
town hall and library positions un- 
der civil service. 

About 60 positions are involved, 
If Civil Service is voted in, then 
other employees can also be made 
a part of the service without other 
town vote, At the present time the 
members of the Police and Fire 
Departments are on Civil Service. 

In the meeting of two weeks ago 
in the Legion Hall, the Selectmen 
missed their chance toassuage the 
feelings of the employees. 

Chairman Charles Black, who 
was one of those who spoke, was 
more gentle than his two other 
companions, Brooks only added 
fuel to the flames of discontent by 
referring vaguely to ‘A plan’ whch 
he said was ‘on the Town Manager’s 
desk’ and then refusing to discuss 
it -- although the employees would 
have sat all night and Listened, 

Mr Brooks’ word for the plan 
was ‘streamlining’. It is possible 
that he was talking about a Com- 
Pensation Plan which the Town 
Manager has been preparing for 
this year’s Town Meeting vote, No 
reference has been made in the 
‘open’ part of the Selectmen’s 
meetings as to the existance of 
Such a plan, 

The Town Manager’s Personnel 
Advisory Committee was subjected 
to criticism because Mr Brooks, 
while serving as a Selectman was 
also serving on the committee, and 
also because the committee was 
never available to the people who 
work for the town, The criticism 
put Mr Brooks in the odd position 
of obliquely attacking the Town 
Manager plan, and indirectly also 
led to the resignation of Paul Dug- 
gan of Harvard Street from the 
committee. 

Mr Duggan announced his resig- 
nation during the employee’s meet- 
ing, but as of last night there was 
still no knowledge of his resigna-

The Wilmington Planning Board, meeting Tues- 
day night, voted for Open Meetings, strictly con- 
trolled, during their discussions of the zoning articles 
for the coming Town Meeting. The vote was unani- 
mous. In former years, when discussions of zoning 
(after the public hearings) were held, it would be in 
executive session, whch was not used for any other 
purpose, 

The Boston City Council, Monday nght, held an 
executive meeting, which fact was reported on Page 
four of the Tuesday Morning Globe. It was, the Globe 
said, the ‘only’ executive meeting of the Council in 
the memory of living man, 

The Wilmington Board of Selectmen, Monday 
night, ran their usual course of meetings, byt with 
an added bit of sauce, 

The ‘whispering’ (open) session was held from 
8 pm to 8:29 pm. Then camethe ‘regular’ executive 
session (held every week) which lasted until 9:45 pm, 
Then, after the other Selectmen had gone home, 
Selectmen Brooks and De Felice held another execu- 
tive. session with Mr Skantz of Strout Avenue, which 
lasted until 11 pm.

The plan is of the Blue Cross - Blue Shield type 
and it seems that the employees are not now so 
covered, 


THE POLICE REPORT

Mr Lynch is the head of the department, He is 
not treated kindly in the report. 

There is much good to be derived from such a 
reort, and there can also be harm, if it is taken in 
the wrong way. Much of the report is obviously 
‘boilerplate’ - material prepared as a criticism of 
any police department. Even then there is value, 

If the report is taken in a constructive way it 
can prove to be of lasting value to the town of Wil- 
mington, 

At the same time there are points that should 
not be accepted as being wholly or in some cases 
possibly partly true. These, of course, are to be 
in the minority, 

Bouchard has said that he will appoint a board

king in school buses, and warned 
that the town could possibly get into 
a lot of trouble because of it. 

He recommended disciplinary 
action in ‘making th smokers walk 
to school’ and ‘let their parents 
ery’, 

Altough the School Board felt 
that Mr Beers had some very good 
Points they found that it was im- 
Possible to take up some of his 
Suggestions, because the school 
bus driver ‘has to keep his eyes 
on the road’ and for other reasons, 
They felt it unwise to allocate 
Police powers to the bus drivers, 
and a suggestion from Glen Con- 
nolly that some parents could vol- 
unteer to ride in back, to stop 
cigarette smoking, also had its 
drwbacks, 

Larry Cushing, Athletic Direc- 
tor, told the committee that he 
frequently rode the buses, but that 
‘no one smokes of course while 
Tam there’ 

High School Principal Bernard 
McMahon related an incident in 
which six girls had been caught in 
one of the girls toilets, all in the 
Same cubicle and ‘not using the 
plumbing for the purpose for which 
it was intended’, None of the girls 
he said, would admit to smoking, 
although ‘there was smoke in the 
air’, 

The penalty for smoking, Mr 
McMahon told the School Com- 
mittee, is loss of bus transporta- 
tion priviliges, - five days for 
the first offense, ten for the second, 
and for the remained of the schol 
year for a third offense. 

After a long discussion it was 
voted to ask Mr Beers to attend 
a school committee meeting, to 
further discuss the subject, 


THREE BOARD OF APPEALS 
DECISIONS . 


. Three variances were granted 
by the Wilmington Board of Appeals 
in the past week. 

On February 12th the board an- 
nounced that it had granted a var- 


jfance to build a home on Colum- 
bla Street, to Robert E Shelley 
of Atlantic Avenue. 

Mr Shelley, who owned a lot of 
land that extended from Columbia 
Street to Tremont Street, did not 
have sufficient width, according to 
the zoning laws, to build, He told 
the board that he was able to pur- 
chase 25 feet from an adjoining 
lot, but that this still left him with 
a shortage of 25 feet in width. 
No other land could be purchased 

The board granted the variance 
with the stipulation that all other 
portions of Section V-1 be fol- 
lowed, regarding set backs, etc. 
and that the home be so placed 
as to allow for a future garage 
and breezeway, if in the future 
such was desired, 

On February 11th the board 
granted two variances to Marcus 
Greenstein of Swampscott and Jon 
H Graham of Burlington, on lots 
of land in the Burt Road area, 

The two men had been heard in 
two separate cases, on January 
21st, and had asked to aggregate 
a number of 25 foot wide lots into 
larger lots. 

The board granted the appeal 
for three lots on Burt Road, one 
lot on Allen Place (formerly Oak 
StreetO and 2 lots on Brimmer 
Ave (formerly Beech Court), 

A provision was made that there 
shall be no later attempts to have 
any further subdivision of these 
lots by anyone,

This is six- 
teen (16) hours more than the average work week 
of forty (40) hours. 

Eight hundred and thirty-two (832) hours more 
per year or seventy (70) days more than the average. 

An hourly wage of a maximum of one dollar 
and eighty eight cents ($1.88) per hour---sixty three 
cents ($.63) more than the minimum wage law of 
one dollar and twenty five cents ($1.25) per hour. 

The average man on the fire dept. is married 
with two (2) or more children. He is compelled 
to live in the Town of Wilmington. Approximately 
10% of his pay 1s absorbed in local taxes, 

The Fire Dept. has been running short of men 
per shift for two (2) years or more. In the last two 
(2) years a man has retired because of illness due 
to service connections, Two (2) men have left for 
better jobs. It is hard to fill vacancies because of 
the pay scale, At the present time the Fire Dept, 
is runnifig one (1) man short as there is no one 
elegible on the civil service qualifing list. 

Under the raise the dept. is asking for--- 
two (2) men after taking and passing the civil ser- 
vice exam (which incidentily takes up to nine (9) 
months will start at fifty five hundred’ dollars 
($5,500.00) and after two (2) years will go to sixty 
three hundred dollars ($6,300.00), This is only rais- 
ing the hourly wage to two dollars and seventeen 
cents ($2.17) per hour after two (2) years.,
